What France Must Pay. 


Aeroraina 
reports of the changer chen eee ee =~ 
made in the stipulations of the tr treaty of 
peace between France and Germany are 
incorrect, and mostly without any founda- 
tion whatever. 

As we had supposed, all the efforts 
ot the French Commissioners to ob- 
tain an amelioration of the terms, 
first at their sessions at Brussels, and af- 
terwards at Frankfort, were unavailing. 
The stern and unyrelding conquerors in- 
sisted on a strict tulfillment ot the condi- 
tions accepted at Versailles, and would not 
abate a single franc from the immense in- 
demnity, or relax their hold on a single 
inch of the ground toro trom 
France. This fact was officially 
announced by Tuzers to the Nationa) 
Assembly at Versailles, and the vote of 
confidence given him by the Assembly, in 
which the Government obtains the largest 
majority it has had yet (495 votes against 
10), shows that the French have fully 
accepted the situation. The report of the 
reduction of the indemnity by three hun- 
dred and twenty-six millions of francs by 
BISMARCK is based upon a misunderstand- 
ing, Which is easily explained if we refer 
back to the preliminaries ot peace agreed 
upon at Versailles. According to these, 
the value of the railroads in the|ceded 
districts of Alsatia and Lorraine was to be 
deducted from the sum of the war 
mdemnity, and this was to be done also 
with the money contributions imposed 
upon the mhabitants of the invested dis- 
tricts of France during the war. The 
amount both of these claims were valued 
at was estimated at three hundred and 
twenty-six mullions of francs, and the 
treaty accepted at Frankfort only fixed the 
exact sum that is to be credited to the 
French, without making any new conces- 
sions tothem. Nor is it true that the 
Germans are toimmediately evacuate all 
France, with the exception of three cities. 
On the contrary, the Germans have shown 
a desire to retain a greater part ef France 
in their grasp until the last installment of 
the indemnity sball have been paid them. 

Another misstatement is the report that 
the debt is to be paid in the current year. 
The French Commissioners have indeed ot - 
fered to settle the claims of Germany with a 
thousand millions of francs in gold, to be 
paid immediately, and tor the rest to give a 
special French hand of indebteuness, bear- 
ing interest at 5 per cent, payable at a 
future period. But Bismarcx is too sharp 
to accept such an arrangement. He 
knows full well that only the specie in 

band is a secure payment for a debt like 
that, and that the French would have as 
little hesitation in repudiating such a bond 
whenever they sbould be able to back up 
their retusal with the sword, as a traveler 
would have in repudiating a draft forced 
from him by highwaymen on the roadside. 
The commussion of bankers which was 
present at the sessions of the peace com- 
missioners was called in to give an im- 
partial estimate of the railway property of 
Alsatia and Lorraine. 

The only real change that was brought 
about in the relations bet ween Germany and 
France at Frankfort was the abrogation, 
or ruther the non resumption, ol the treaty 
of commerce existing between the two 
countries before the war. This was, how- 
ever, most decidedly against the wishes of 
the Germans, as this treaty, being con- 


+ cluded under the Empire, like all other 


commercial treaties of that Government, 
was strongly in favor of the other party. 
The present French Government told the 
Germans, however, in plain terms that the 
immense sums of money which would 
have to be raised in France within the next 
few years would necessitate a heavy pro- 
tective tariff, and compel the French 
vernment to raise a large amount from 
its import duties; so that it was obliged to 
insist on an abrogation of the treaty.

And 
thus, not only will ide public remain all this 
time deprived of the use 2nd benefit of a long 
desired improvement („ich they had a right to 
expect wouid be steadily piosecuted from its u- 
ception and long since Onished), but they will 
have the pleasant rt fection tbat many thousands 
of dollars of musicipal tax money lie 
quietly deposited im ithe bank of Bear- 
graces for year after year without returning 
them in any imaginable way one cent of inter- 
t- a style of investment which a city cao no 
more afford to indulge ia than a private individ- 
unk and what would be thought of a man who 
should build up the walls of a business-nouse at 
much expense, and then, instead of proceeding 
immediately to complete it, leave it stand for 
yeare unprotected by the kindly ſufluence of a 
sheltering roof, and exposed to the disintegrat- 
Ing e fect of inclement weather? 

The solid, massive stone abutments of the un- 
finished bridge thus stand there to-day, nen 
even a few hundreds of dollars, though Such a 
sum would not complete it, could lay a fleor 
over the stream frem wall to wall, and make it at 
least passable; while a few thousands would so 
far extend the embankments ag to enable vehicles 
to approach it; and a few thousands in addition 

— fully complete in the best style this great 

ublic desideratum. 


Since the fnauguration of thts project, hund- 
Teds of thcusands, and even millions of dollars, 
have been expended and subscribed by the city 
on other enterprises, little and great, while a 
comparatively pitaful sum would have long since 
placed in Onisbed condition this small but abso- 
jute lv requisite work. 

Al present not only the travel to and from tbe 
city alongthe Shelbyville turnpike uses the old 
Maine street extertion tbrough|Sutchertown, but 
that of the Biowsboro pike, and much from the 
River road and Water Works road is crowded

The trial of 3 tbe 3 of Avery win 
probably close to-morrow. Judge Bunch and 
Mr. Logan spoke io the prisoner's behalf yester. 
day, aud the effort of the former gentienran is 
said to have deen very creditable. If Keaa 
should, afterall, be convicted and hanged, it 
will not be because he has not bad abundant and 
efficient counsel, This case has pow occupied 
about nine days. Four dars of tbe trial win 
da ve been comumed by tbe speeches of the attor- 
neys, while there is a large docket of important 
cases awaiting tra, in many of which the de- 
fendan's are iu jall, and will likely remain there 
until next fall, for want of time to try them a; 
this term. There is no question but that the 
fundamental law of the land vouchsafes to every 
person charged with crime the right to be 
heard both by himself aad counsel; but ts it the 
_ G@uty of the court to allow its precious time to be 
consumed, to the detriment of many causes, on 
one case, by six or seven attorneys, part of 
whom, probably, are volunteers fu the matter 
simply for the ¢xcitement or occupation ia the 
Jod, or for the reputation tebe made? We think 
not. Two counsel on a side are ample for any 
case. If the same latitude is given in all cases 
before thi: court as has been allowed to the law- 
vers In the Kean case, we will seldom have mor 
than three or four cases tried during the term. 
We mention this matter to the interest of the 
prisoners awaiting trial who are now suffering 
ip our jail. 


DIGGING UP THE PAST. 


A Rew of Graves Found in the Mid- 
die of Eleventh Street. 

A squad of mera under Mr. Squimshed, as fore- 
man, were yesterday digging a trench along E'e- 
venuib street to Jefferson, tor the purpose of put- 
ting down water pipes, and convecting them 
with the office and residence of Dr. Geo. W. 
Griffiths. The trerch was about tbree feet wide 
and five feet deep. The workmen struck a row 
of graves and dug up several skeletons. The 
picks broke the skulls and otherwise mangled 
the remains before the discovery was made that 
the work was going on in the resting places of 
long-forgetten dead. The lower Jaw of one ekele- 
ton was taken from the ground, and presented a 
beautiful set of teeth in a perfect state of preser - 
yation. On another body was found a small piece 
of blue cloth with an old-fashioned brass button 
attached. The latter contained the ſuseriptien 
**3toderd Gilt” or “Standard Gilt,” the frst 
three letters being very indistinct. 

No one seems to know anything about when 
these bodies were buried, but their in‘erment 
must have been very eatly inthe present cen- 
tury, as the street itself was opened in 1890. It 
seems tbat every improvement which opens the 
earth fn the western part of the city discovers 
some relic of the past. come work accomplished 
at a time long preceding the m-. mory of the 
present generation. 


A Supposed Lanatic. 

Another lunatic, named Jonn Buck iv. was g ir- 
ried to Tweilftb-street station-hou:e yesterday 
by officers Traylor aud Antie. He lived at the 
cerner of Eleventh aod Main streets. Mis. 
Buckly states that his mind ha: been wander- 
log for nearly six weeks, but thet on Monday 
evening and night the symptoms of lunacy were 
to manifest that she feared to remain in the same 
bouse with him. He went out on the «treet aud 
struck au unofiencing man a most terridle biow, 
end commenced a quarfel with some boys on 
the opposite side of the street, without any prov- 
ocation at sll. He became very crabbed, even 
to Bie wife. who feared very much that some- 
thing terrible would happen before mo ning. 
They retired about ten o’clock, he going to sleep 
Immediately, and she lying awake several 
hours. About two o’clock Buckly awore, turned 
over and struck Mrs. B.a tremendors fick on 
the head. He calkd ber hard names and kicked 
herootof the bed. Like an odedient wife she 
obeyed his commands, but was too mach fright- 
ened to trust herself with him acy longer. They 
heve lived together for Ofteen years, and in one 
or two tnstances the usual harmony of the pair 
wes broken by bis freaks. Atone time he drew 
a large knife, end was about to plunge it to her 
beart, but was prevented by her escape from the 


room.

Considerable sensation has been created in 
Ji ffersonville by a flank movement of the Re- 
publicars to retain control of the affairs of the 
‘Indiana State South, notwithstanding that 
for several months pas’, two out of three of the 
Board of Direc‘ors of the prison were placed 
there by the Democratic party. 

The usual changes that fallow a change of ad- 
ministration were naturally and justly looked for 
at the State Prison South upon well-established 
Republican precedents and oft-repeated maxims 
of the Republicans that to the victors belong 
tte polls,“ was thought to be just as applicable. 
ioe as to a Democratic gander. 
Accordingly, whea Hon Len Sparks, Mavor of 
diana, toek their seats as members of the Board 
two changes were immediately made, that of the 
Moral Iastructor and the Attending Puysictan. 
The principal change, that of electing a new 
Warden, was, after consultation, posponed until 
the meting of the Board of Directors vesterday 
morping, At the hour of meeting Hon. Leri 
Svarke, Democrat, John D. Kirk, Democrat, and 
Rev. W. W.Curry, Republican, were present. 
soon after tbe orgaoigation R. 8. Hetskel 
ot Jeffersonville, radical Republican and an ex- 
director, Who was recenily ousted by the decision 
of the supreme Court, appeared, with a commi;s- 
sion signed by Gov. Conrad Baker, appointing 
the sald Heiske ll as one of the Board of Direc- 
tors. Upon this document being presented. Rev. 
Curry moved that the same be accepted and 
recognized, and that Heiskeil be admitted as a 
member of the Board, to the exclusion of Levi 
Sparks, whom the said commission pretended to 
remove. This was decidedly cool, indeed quite 


refu ed to recognize the commission. Upon this, 
Curry aod Heiskell took their seats in the 
other end «cf the room and p to 10 
hearse the farce of a * Board of Prison Directors 
without head or tall. Of course thts was amu- 
sing to Curry and his colleague, and Messrs. 
Sperks ava Kirk bad no obj ction to their taking 
a little hai m'ess recreation. 
BOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

Sperks, tone before hia re-election as 
Ma vor, had av tnjyling that such a course ‘would 
be taken to Oust Bim, and, of course, was careful 
to obtain the opinion of ihe best legal miods in 
the State. Here the matter dropped, and did not 
aevelop itse f until yesterday. 

With his commission, Hel-kell presented a le- 
gal cpinten ofthe Hon. Samuel C. Perkins, for- 
mtr) Judge of the Supreme Court of ludtana, 
given as the private counsel of Gov. Baker. This 
was called forth by a letter addressed to Judge 
Perkins, staiing that Levi Sparks bad been el: ct- 
ed a director of the State Prison Soutn by the 
G tera) Assembly of Indiana lu March last, and 
toat de (sake) bad commis -ioned said Sparks 
without tre knowledge that he was at the time 
Mayor elect of the city of Jeffersonville, and bav- 
fog since learned this fact, and that Sparks 
would probably be re-elected, the leg l opinion 
of Judge Prrkings was asked on the following 
qutstione: « 

IJ. Was or was not. Mr. Sparks when be was 
elected in Jaduary, 1871, to the officc of Prison 
Director elegibdvie? 

2. If Mr. Sparks sbal), on the Orst Tuesday, of 
May, 187 1, be elected to ibe office of Mayor ot 
Jc ffersonviile.and qualify and enter upon the 
duties of said office for ase. ond term in pursu- 
ance ef bis election, WII or will not his qeciton 
ang accepiance of the office of Mayor, fora se- 
cond term create a vacatcys in the olice of Prison 
Director, to be filled immedidiely by executive 
appoic! ment? 

JUDGE PERKINS’ OPINION. 

To these question: Judge Perkins in substance 
replied as follows: 

“The Constitution of Indiana (art. 1. sec. 16), 
provides that no per: ou elected to any judicial 
Office shall, during the time for which he shall 
dave been elected, de eligible to any office of 
profit or trust under the State other than a judi- 
cial omce.“ The office was an office of profit or 
trust, and not à judicial office. A further ques- 
tion arises to be decided. Was tne office of 
Mayora judicial officc? Decide ly it was, if its 


duties were lu whole or in part judicial, ( Yaido 


vs. Wallace, 12 Ind,, 560.) The charter of 1867, 
under which Sparks was elected, Is still in force, 
This provices that the Mayor shall bave the 
jurisdiction and power of justice of the peace 
in all matters, civil or criminal), etc. The Mayor 
is thus made a jucicial officer; and there is po 
power whereby the City Counct! can take away 
this jurisdiction from the offlee of Mayor aad 
vest It in another. 

. AN OFFICE WITHOUT JURISDICTION. 

The law i'self authorizes the Council to elect a 
City Judge, but it does not authorize the Couacil 
to vest him with any powers, or vest in him 
any jurisdiction, and the City Council can exere 
cise DO powers except those authorized by the 
charter. Hence the City Judge is an officer wich- 
out jurisdiction. [Jones ve. Cavens, ich Ind. 305; 
Waldo vs. Wallace, 12 Ind. 574 } 

As to the transfer of ihe ju ictal power from 
the Mayorto the City Judge, authorized by the 
charter of 1857, this was repealed by the charter 
ot 1867. The former provided. that if the Coun- 
cll deemed it expedient for the interest of the 
city, could cause a City Judge to be elected. The 
same may be done at any general election. at 
which the Major shall also be elected, and such 
City Judge shall give a like bond as the Mayor, 
requiredto be performed by the Mayor. No 
such provision ag I bave before said ts contained 
inthe charter of 187.“ 

“lam clearly of the opinion that MI. Sparks was 
not eligible to the office of Prison Director, and 
that his selection was ther: fore void. 

ACCEPTANCE VACATES. 

At common law, a person may not bold two 
ivcojatible (ces. Such would de two offices, 
which migbt not be properly and effectually ex- 
ecuted by the same person ;and the acceptance 
by the tocumbent of one office of another in- 
com patible office, vacates the former office by his 

own act, because he is not able to bold both, and 
he is considered to abandon from choice the 
lol mer on acceptance of the latter. 

“Decided al-o to be void on the ground that 
toth (tees are lucrative, being thus unconsti- 
tutional. 

“The acceptarce of the former by the lucum- 
bent of tbe latter would vacate the former aod 
create at once a Vacancy in the latter office, 
which it would be yourrightto all by executive 
appolutment. [Daily vs State: 8 Blackford, 329.) 

PER CONTRA. 

The above decision is able, adroit, and a mas- 
terly dodge around a que tion upon which Judge 
Perkins decided, iu 1859, while on the Indiana 
Supreme Court beoch, tn the case already refer- 
red t—1. e., Waldo vs. Wallacc*-wbich wa 
tried in the Marion (Indiana) Circuit Court, which 
involved the question of the relation of a city to 
the State. Are laws made bya city the lass of 
the State? Do city officials, in administering the 
paws of the city, act as officersof the State? In 
the case of the State vs. Moore. d Iad. Rep., 435, 
the court held that where the statutes or la- 
dlapa, by our laws, made cfiminal an act which 
was also made criminal by the laws of the United 
States, the doing Of the act within the State 
constituted an offense against both the Uaited 
States and the State, agaimst two separate gov- 
ments; that the single act thus constituted two 
offenses, One against each government, and tbat 
each government might, by its own officers, pun- 
ish the act once, whercby the same act would 
be punished twice as two offenses. In Ambrose 
ve. State the same doc'rine is applied to the 
government of the officers of the State 
and city. It was held that each might 
upon notice made by its own officer punish the 
fame act as ap cffense against each. This setiles 
the question that the Mayer of tbe city, in acting 
as :uch, 1 nota State officer. In acting as Mayor 
for the eity and a judge under the lawsof the 
State be acts in two capactiies, and that the same 
act on the seme day Might be punished by him 
once as Mayer, acting or the city, and once as 
judge, puni:bing for violation of the laws of the 
State, and tbat-one of these prosecutions would 
de ro bar to the other. It further shows that 
though he would act in two capactiies, in two 
offices, but one of them would be an office under 
the State. 

It is therefore held that, inasmuch as the judi- 
cial part of the office of the Mayor of Jefferson- 
ville is vested m the City Judge of that city, in 
the opinion of Judge Perkins on the bench of the 
Supreme Court, the office of Mayor was not an 
effice under the State, and, not being an offices 
under the State, cannot necessarily vacate an- 
other cffice which be holds under the State. 

THE OMISSION. 

It is true, as stated u Judge Perkins’ opinion, 
that the chorter of 1867 falls to empower the City 
Ceunctl to transfer the jadtciai power of the 
Mayor to the City Judge, but upon ex: mivation 
ofthis ac’, it will be di covered that the act of 
1867 is almost a verbatim copy of that of 1857, 
tbat is as tothe part in dispute, and it is a seif- 
evident fact that this is merely an acciden’a!l and 
unintenticnal omission, for i: provides for the 
ce of City Judge, yet leaves the Council entire- 
ly witbout power to clothe the officer with the 
legal prerogatives for which it 13 created, and to 
give a power tecreate an cffice, and withhold the 
power to create its fu ctions,is an ab:urdity in 
law. and no fair-minded court will sustain such a 
construction of the law. If Judge Pe:bins ts 
right, there bes not been a legal act comm'tted 
hy apy City Judge in Indiana. Nay,there has 
not been legally such an officer in that State eloce 
1367, and a: a further consequence every judg- 
mett rendered for fines, costs, etc., is bull sud 
void. To sus ain such a 9 — in the face 
of consequences so di:astrous and disturbing 
would certatnly be stretchi-g a point 1 long 
way, acd Spitting very One hairs.

Indeed,so strong is the proof 
peered dim 1 was _ brevenied to the Chy 


charge. The prosecuting attorney 

court that a post mortem examivation wodld

Tre evidence against smith develops the fact 
that he was the negro with MraBread u the er u- 
ng of hie death.

It wtil be remembered that two pistols disap- 
peared from the store atthe time Breeden was 
killed. One of these was found on Smith's per:oa 
a. the time of his airest, and after wards identified 
by Thomas Sherip, who described it and the belt 
with fret miputene:s. Several little Marks and 
jluceutures and their exact locality were referred 
o before seeing the weapon. Ao examination 
of the articies confimed bis statement. 

The police learned that another pis ol had been 
thrown inio a cistern, tear Second and Mata sts., 
bs ove of Bmilb’sfemily. Lieut. Peuntogton im- 
mediately ordered the water to be pumped out 
and tbe weepon retliimed, which was accom- 
plished yesterday. ibe sunken treasure, bow- 
ever, turns out to be more of 
a “little Chris mas gun“ than oth- 
erwise, though it is capabie of committing 
all the injury ‘hat bas been done, and is belleved 
to have been the very weapon used in killing 
Breeden. The bullets molded for it have also 
been found, and will be compared with the one 
in the head of the deceased. This fact, when de- 
veloped, will be anotber strong point. The other 
pistol, ther, bas not been discovered, but may be 
before the trial commences. 

This negro ts also identified by Chas. Boldt, a 
grocery keeper on Preston street, as the one 
who sold to bim the bacon stolen trum Mr. 
Cruteb field. 

Agaip, tbere is another man now in jail who 
conlesse? to have escaped In company witb Smith 
aod another negro fromthe Nashville penitea- 
tiary Within the past few weeks. This man has 
now been sentencedRo two years’ imprisenmant 
ip the Kentucky peniientiary. 

Smitb bimeelf is sald to be very surly and im- 
puden!, very communicative on the subject of 
the cattie, willipg to tell aH about them, bat be 
is Very silent and grum in regard to the stealing 
ot the bacon and the murder of Breeden. 

Such are the facts which, one by one, have 
been brought to light and which have led the of- 
ficers making the arrest to believe him gulity of 
the crime with which de is charged.
